Teaching assignments for the 1964-65 school year are 
as follows: Mr. F, Timothy Long, Principal and teacher 
of grades 7 & 8, was elected to fill a vacancy created by 
Mr.Hall's resignation when he accepted a position to teach 
in his home town, Mrs, Mertice Barker of East Stoneham 
was employed to teach grades5 & 6, Mrs, Patricia Chand- 
ler grades 3& 4, Mrs, Frances Emerson was employed on 
a half a day basis to teach the second grade, relieving 
Mrs, Littlefield the subprimary, first and second grade 
teacher, 

Anextra teacher was hired this year to give Mrs, Little- 
field a half a day to concentrate onthe subprimary and 
grade one children who were coming to school for the first 
time. Another time, possibly, the grade arrangement would 
be different. 

This year was the first that a janitor and a bus driver, 
inone person, has been hired full-time by the school de- 
partment, Frank Perkins did much necessary painting and 
repairs on tlie building. 

The school committee made a quick decision in Jan- 
uary when Elwin Gilman resigned his contract, In one day 
they had their own bus on the road and have had a very 
successful year in operating same, The bus was purchased 
as all emergency measure but after the town refused to pur- 
chase one it was decided to seek bids for the conveyance 
of elementary school children, This was done and after 
consideration of conveyance bids, it was decided to reject 
them and continue conveying the children in the 1956 bus 
it had purchased, Much work was done on the bus during 
the summer to get it ready for school in the fall. The bus 
hashad tohave much work done on it to keep it operating , 
but being municipally owned it has been kept in good 
running order for the safety of the school children, In my 
opinion, ii is poor economy to continue operating an old 
bus when the amountnecessary to keep the old bus running 
could be used to purchase a new one, 
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Tuition at Fryeburg Academy has been set at $600 for 
the 1964-65 school year, The present enrollment is as 
follows:

When one considers that the town is investing better 
than two thousand dollars ina child's education for second- 
ary schoolalone, itis indicative of the desire of the town for 
that child to succeed in life, Have you, asa parent, ever 
called attention to thatfact to your child that he has a re- 
sponsibility to the town to succeed in obtaining an edu- 
cation, 

Itis a known fact that there are more children getting 
out of school today than there are job opportunities, there - 
fore, it becomes very necessary for the student to get the 
best education possible and to continue in school as long 
as he can, Your child may be larger physically than you, 
but he may not have the maturity to comprehend the ne- 
cessity of an education. You, his parents, are responsible 
to him to interpret the need of an education, to encourage, 
and to push him into succeeding in school, Generally speak - 
ing, children become what their parents desire--if the de- 
sire is expressed strongly enough, 

None of my comments above is about the past but sug- 
gestions for the future. 


Your school committee has worked diligently to make 
your school system better and deserve the commendations 
of the town, I wish to take this opportunity to thank them 
for the. cooperation and help in making this past year so 
successful,

Report Of Public Health Nurse 


MAINE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH & WELFARE 
DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


LOVELL - 1964 


Your public health nurse in co-operation with a physi- 
cian works with families at home, at school, at work and 
in other service settings. She is also responsible to help 
organize and carry on programs for the detection of family 
or community health needs, the correction of defects, and 
the promotion of maximum community health, 

There is at present a great need, not only county wide 
butnation wide, for mental health facilities to help troub- 
led individuals of allages, Our State has established fifteen 
regional committees to gather information on a local level 
as to the needs of each town, It is hoped that all citizens 
will assist your town Officials in this extremely important 
survey. 

Nursing services are available to people of all ages, 
Home visits were made to individuals and families in your 
community to give assistance on health and closely relat- 
ed problems, The child who develops good health and e- 
motional habits early in life, grows to become a better 
adjusted individual in adult life, Discipline, early train- 
ing inself-care and successful performance of simple tasks 
all help the child as he grows and develops to take his place 
constructively in family life and society, 

In September complete physical examinations were 
given to thirty-six school childrenin grades one and seven, 
bya Fryeburg doctor, At this time urine tests for sugar and 
albumin were offered to all students and fifty-eight par- 
ticipated, A series of three Child Health Conferences was 
held with a total attendance of thirty-five children, Com- 
plete physical examinations were given and immunizations 
when requested. 

The immunizations given to preschool and school child- 
ren is shown in the following table. 
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The Total Number of Immunizations Given To Children 
of Lovell During the Year 1964

The tuberculin skin testing program recommended by 
the State Department of Health & Welfare and the State 
Department of Education, which was started last year, is 
now an on-going activity in the school health service, The 
ultimate purpose of this program is the eradication of 
tuberculosis by discovering tuberculosis early, treating the 
infected individual, finding the source of infection, and 
taking whatever measures are necessary to prevent further 
infection, All beginners and seventh grade pupils were 
given the opportunity to have the tuberculin skin test and 
thirty-two responded, Any, students who had positive re- 
actions to previous tests were advised not to take the test 
again. There were noreactions to this years tests. 


Thank you for your continued support of the public 
health nursing service, It is greatly appreciated.

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SWIMMING PROGRAM 


The summer swimming program in Lovell began on 
June 29th and concluded on August 7th, During the six 
week program classes were held at Farrington's Beach, 
Monday through Friday, from 9:00 A.M, to11:00 A.M, 
Fortunately the weather held favorable until the last week 
of swimming, when because of rain, wind and cold a few 
days were missed, 


This year 93 students were enrolled in the program, 
Classes were much easier to organize because of the fact 
that most of the children had participated the previous 
year, We found that most of the children had retained 
what they had been taught the previous summer and were 
working well in their proper classes within a few days. 


At the end of the program a total of 57 certificates 
were awarded, Of thisnumber, 19received beginner cards, 
21 earned advanced beginner cards, 3 intermediate cards 
were awarded, 8 received swimmer certificates, Jr, and 
Sr, Life Saving was taught, and 2 senior life savers receiv- 
ed badges, & 4 junior life saving badges were awarded, 
Pins were given to those who earned cards, 


Mrs, AvisB, Whitaker, a qualified Red Cross Swimm- 
ing Instructor who was authorized by the Portland Chapter 
to teach swimming in Lovell was again hired todirect the 
program.She was most ably assisted by Miss Carol Sever- 
ance, a qualified Water Safety Instructor and Mrs, Georg- 
iana Steadman, a senior life saver & WaterSafety Aide, 
The Lovell swimming program had very experienced, qual- 
ified personnel working for it this summer, I feel that each 
instructor gave a great deal of effort to the children. 


There were no major accidents or emergencies, a few 
cutfeet were reported and immediate first aid was given, 
Had there been an emergency first aid kits and portable 
resuscitators were available, Parents again cooperated 
100% in filling out the accident and/or injury statement. 
The use of this statement absolves the sponsors from any 
blame for any accident, The statement also creates in the 
parents an awareness of their responsibility in supervising 
their children. 

Mrs, Roberta Chandler was a great help to the instruct- 
ors in numerable ways. During the first few days of the 
program she attended to the parents and children, collect- 


ol 


ing permission slips, telling about class times, register - 
ing late-comers, and telling of program procedure, Her 
help enabled the instructors to continue with classes unin- 
terrupted, All of the instructors are very grateful for her 
assistance, 

Mr, Edward B, Korb, Director of Water Safety Services, 
from the Portland Red Cross visited us this year, He brought 
Resuci-Ann, adummy whichhas inflatable lungs, He gave 
the swimming program and other interested people an ex- 
cellent lecture and demonstration of mouth to mouth res- 
piration, All of the children who were present had an op- 
portunity to perform on the dummy, and were instructed 
until they had successfully given mouth to mouth respir- 
ation, Many of the adults in attendance took advantage of 
this opportunity, Cards were awarded to those who demon- 
strated their ability successfully. Mr. Korb commented on 
the excellent behavior of the children in the program, 

This year a beginners group of five year olds was taught, 
Both of the instructors feel that this age level is too young 
to be taught to an advantage, The time spent with this 
class would have been far more productive if the same ef- 
forts of the instructor had been put to use at an upper level 
such as dividing the larger classes of those who are ready 
to learn, If this class is to be continued it is my suggestion 
thata less qualified person could handle this level, leav- 
ing an instructor for higher level teaching, 

In conclusion, may I thank the townspeople of Lovell 
for having us back again this year, We have not only grown 
fond of the Lovell children but have had the opportunity 
to know some very fine parents - we thoroughly enjoyed 
It,

ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM 


Chapter 81, Section 35 of the Revised Statutes of Maine 
require the Assessors to give notice to bring up lists of tax- 
able property: if no lists are brought in, no claim for abate- 
ment, 

"Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications insome public place in town, or shall notify 
them in such other way as the town directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls, and 
all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they are possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year, If any resident owner after 
such notice, or anynon-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in 
such a list, he is thereby barred of his right to make appli- 
cation to the assessors, or county commissioners, for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer 
it at the time appointed, The request upon non-resident 
owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail to the last 
know address of the taxpayer or givenby any other method 
that brings notice home to the taxpayer."
